Librarian Has Faith in Reading 
Bookless Life Looks Bleak to Her

She begin reading to her chil­ 
dren, Stanley, 10 and Lewis, 9 
when they were six weeks old. 
When they were two and three, 
after much deliberation, they 
pooled their first real money, 
one dollar apiece, to buy a book. 
Their 
mother, Mrs. Gerald 
Jackson was 
thrilled; “ You 
never know If you are getting 
through to them.*’ 
Her profession: 
children's 
librarian. 
Her 
philosophy: 
books are an integral 
part of 
life. She says, “ I know some 
people can go through life and 
never pick up a book, but 
I 
can’t imagine it.” 
Her friends can’t imagine it 
either, for her interest in books 
finds its way into their lives. 
She brings a new an unusual 
children’s book to Presbyter­ 
ian circle meetings, or drops 
by a friend’s house to 
show 
her a book of poetry, 
“ you 
mentioned the author so 
I 
thought you would like to see 
this book of his.” 
Since last June she has held a 
Job librarians dream about; set­ 
ting up a library at Oran from 
scratch. 
She had $12,000 to 
spend on books and films, but 
not supplies. “ I was to spend 
it all on materials, I couldn’t 
even buy a pencil with 
that 
money. It was sheer delight.” 
She bought 2,055 books, spent 
$3,500 on filmstrips 
and re ­ 
cordings, and felt 
lucky she 
had just finished a 
graduate 
course at Murray State 
Uni­ 
versity on library design. For, 
although she has always loved 
books, she hasn’t always been a 
librarian. She received a Bach­ 
elor of Science in elementary 
education with a minor 
in li­ 
brary science from Murray and 
taught several years. 
But it wasn’t what 
she en­ 
joyed. Two years ago she de­ 
cided to go back to Murray State 
and in August she will receive 
a m aster’s degree in secondary 
education with an emphasis in 
library science. 
“ When you take your 
first 
library science course you know 
immediately if this is for you,” 
she 
said. 
“ If not, 
you get 
out quick. 
People think of li­ 
brarians as keepers of books 
only, but librarians work with 


people. They bring people and 
books together.” 
That is just what she is doing 
now. Until this year children in 
the Oran school district did not 
have a library. True, the high 
school had several 
hundred 
books, the public and parochial 
eight grade 
schools had 
a 
few books in every classroom 
and Oran had a small city li­ 
brary. But the children were 
not regularly exposed to many 
books. 
Now they are not only exposed, 
they are reading. Records for 
the first 7 
months show that 
each of the 700 students 
is 
reading an average of two books 
a month, plus magazines. 
Alice Jackson thinks that 
is 
marvelous. “ It all come about 
through the elementary school 
education act of 1965, 
which 
provides 
federal 
funds 
for 
school libraries which 
will 
serve 
all the students in the 
community. 
The 
Oran school 
district 
leased a small house between 
the 
schools for the library. 
Mrs. Jackson was in complete 
charge of everything, 
from 
painting the walls to designing 
shelves to buying the books, then 
uncrating them when they a r­ 
rived. 
She knew exactly what 
she 
wanted. She had 
the 
walls 
painted a light color and the 
shelves left In their natural 
wood 
finish so nothing would 
detract from the 
books. 
She 
designated the large room as 
the reference 
room 
as well 
as a meeting room and gave 
over one of the smaller rooms 
to primary books, the other to 
senior high books. 
The 
biggest job was 
se­ 
lecting and ordering. 
“ I be­ 
gan work in 
June 
and had 
three weeks to order all the 
books because all the 
forms 
had to be in Jefferson City by 
the end of 1966 fiscal year. 
She bought a lot of reference 
books, 
“ what every 
library 
needs, 
like “ a dictionary of 
American history,” “ 20th Cen­ 
tury Authors” ; and books co­ 
ordinated to the students stud­ 
ies. To do this 
she scanned 
their social studies and science 
books, 
then 
bought related 
books on each grade level.

children to good books, how are 
they ever going to learn? 
“ Libraries don’t carry some 
of

National 
Library 
Week begins 
April 16. 
Libraries are as old as writing. 
Ptolemy's 
personal library contained thousands of volumes. 
Today in the U.S. there are around 60,000 li­ 
braries of all kinds, public and private, from 
which Americans borrow books about 500,000,- 
000 times a year. 
Yet about 18,000,000 Americans still do not have 
access to any public library service. And 110,- 
000,000 more must put up with what the Ameri­ 
can Library Association describes as inadequate 
library service. 
National and local legislation, however, point to 
better and more libraries in the future. In 1956, 
for example, to extend public library service 
to rural areas, the U.S. Congress passed the first 
five-year Library Services Act which provided 
$7,500,000 for extension of library services to 
the millions of Americans then without service. 
Funds were to be matched by the states. 
This act was renewed in 1961 for five years. 
In 1964, the Library Services and Construction 
Act extended the services portion to those metro­ 
politan as well as rural areas on a 
matching 
basis, $30,000,000 for construction and $25,- 
000,000 for services; $55,000,000 in all. 
Yet, amazingly, two out of every three grade 
schools in America lacked a library as 
re­ 
cently as 1961. 
Last year the school library 
program was brought into focus when Presi­ 
dent Johnson signed the educational act which 
included library support at every turn. 
Professionals estimate that a good 
library 
program can be made available for an annual 
$10 per pupil. There are hopeful signs that the 
“ library gap" is narrowing. 
Through 
the 
recent Elementary and Secondary Education Act 
$100,000,000 has been made available for school 
libraries in a program designed to encourage the 
building of school libraries and the strengthening 
of those already in existence.

NOW THAT APRIL'S HERE 
Monday (April 17) is the federal deadline for 
paying the last instalment on 1966 personal 
income tax and filing an estimate for 1967 taxes. 
T.S, Eliot certainly did not have the United 
States income tax in mind when he wrote that 
April is the cruelest month, but then time makes 
unconscious ironists of most poets. 
If there 
are any Browning Societies left they may re­ 
call the line about being in England now that 
April's there. 
But for most of us plodding 
realists - close to 70 million of us - next Mon­ 
day is the day we get it up for Uncle Sugar. 
We are supposed to be especially careful this 
year. 
For the first time, every income tax 
return will be processed by computer. 
The 
machines check automatically on amounts of 
dividends and interest compared with totals re­ 
ported by organizations paying them, on exemp­ 
tions 
that seem questionable, and on many 
other categories. 
The computer system is based in Martinsburg, 
W. Va. 
The Internal Revenue Service asserts 
that it has been developed to the point that it can 
check to see if all income has been reported 
and if everyone who should file a return actually 
does. 
With April comes a certain amount of philo­ 
sophical reflection. 
When one thinks of oil 
and gas tax exemptions or the fact that a man 
who lives on salary usually pays more 
tax 
proportionally than a man who makes a capital- 
gains deal, one is almost convinced that, as one 
commentator has put it, we have free enter­ 
prise for the poor and socialism for the rich. 
Exactly the opposite point of view was expressed 
recently - again with the income tax in mind - 
by Vermont Royster of The Wall Street Journal. 
Wrote Roystei^: 
“The theory I..seem s to be that the poor are 
not only more worthy of dignity than the rich 
but also more honest. 
In any event, it isn't 
until you admit to having some means that the 
Federate will be on you for an accounting." 
The truth lies somewhere in between the ex­ 


tremes. 
Last year 3.1 million of the 69.7 
million who had filed returns were notified that 
the federal government was auditing their in­ 
come-tax returns. That meant that the odds on 
an audit were better than 1 in 22 in favor of the 
taxpaper. 
With every return being fed into the 
computer system this year, the odds are bound 
to get shorter. 
Even so, the W. C. Fields adage holds: “ You 
can't cheat an honest m an." The taxpayer who 
doesn’t take a little edge in his own favor on 
the return has nothing to fear, though he may be 
em barrassed at trying to prove that he actually 
did drop that $5 in the collection plate at the 
11 o'clock service on Sunday, Aug. 28. 
Computers will be adjusted to pull out 
a re­ 
turn which seems to have an unreasonable item 
for checking by an agent. 
This could be, for 
example, expenses or interest deductions 
or 
charitable contributions which seem too large 
for a certain income level. 
Most of the 
individual exams are “ office 
audits" - the audit may be done- entirely by 
mail, or the taxpayer may have to go to the local 
IRS office. 
As of last year, only one in eight 
audits were “ field" - conducted at the tax­ 
payer’s place of business. 
Cheer up. Of returns examined last year, 38.3 
per cent were left unchanged. And a lucky 7.5 
per cent of those who filed a return got back a 
total of $279 nrllion for credits they hadn’t 
claimed. 
But additional 
revenue from audits 
jumped 15 per cent.

Washington Merry - Go - Round

WASHINGTON - As you mail 
your income tax return with 
hard • earned money in to the 
treasury this weekend, 
you 
might also send a letter to the 
Senate Ethics Committee ask­ 
ing what it is doing about an­ 
other citizen of 
the 
United 
States who hasn't paid 
his 
income taxes on a whale of a 
lot of dough. 
He is Sen. Tom Dodd, the 
Connecticut Democrat, who by 
rough arithmetic collected an 
admitted $453,000 above the in­ 
come 
he 
reported to 
the 
treasury during 1961-65. 
Of all this money, 
Dodd 
spent less than $200,000 for 
legitimate political campaign 
purposes, leaving more than 
$250,000 of record on which he 
didn't pay a penny of taxes. He 
spent this on such things as re­ 
pairing 
his 
summer home; 
country club 
dues; 
vacation 
trips for his family to London, 
the Caribbean and Florida; liq- 
our; 
rent for a car to go to 
the 
race track; to pay old 
debts; settle parking tickets, 
and even pay his federal taxes. 
This was clearly against the 
law. The income tax states: 
"The portion of a political con­ 
tribution received by apolitical 
organization or a candidate for 
political office which is 
di­ 
verted from political campaign 
purposes to the personal use 
of the candidate or other in­ 
dividual constitutes taxable in­ 
come to such candidate or oth­ 
er individual." 
It won't do any good for you 
to write to internal 
revenue 
about this, because when the 
Dodd expenditures were first 
revealed in this column, IRS 
officials tried to pretend that 
the law was vague. Sen. John 
Williams, R-Del., the senate's 
chief watchdog, called a halt 
on this by charging that IRS 
was trying to build an alibi 
for Dodd. The law wasn't the 
least big vague, williams de­ 
clared, but was as clear as the 
English language could make it. 


So if you believe in tax equali­ 
ty, write to the Senate Ethics 
Committee, whose 
members 
are: John Stennis, Miss., Mike 
Monroney, Okla., Eugene Mc­ 
Carthy, Minn., Democrats; with 
Wallace Bennett, Utah, John 
Sherman Cooper, Ky., 
and 
James Pearson, Kansas, Re­ 
publicans. 
Ask them, among other things, 
why they didn't call upon Dodd's 
former staff to testify regard­ 
ing cash which Dodd accepted 
on the side and which is not 
included in the $453,000 total 
amount which he admitted re­ 
ceiving. The staff members told 
senate 
investigators 
about 
these cash contributions 
but 
with one exception they were 
not brought out in open hear­ 
ing.

An Editor’s Outlook 
RELIEF WITHOUT ROT 
FOR THE past one third of a 
century the American people 
have been experimenting with 
various forms and d jrees of 
assistance by the 
fe aral gov­ 
ernment to the poor, it is now 
time for some asses* nent. 
At the beginning, 
consid­ 
ered this federal 
ssistance 
only 
as an emerge cy 
mea­ 
sure to stave off s rvation at 
a time when proud r, en were 
selling apples at the corner and 
one - time executives 
were 
hawking vacuum cleaners door- 
to-door. 
We were told that as times 
got 
better these 
programs 
would taper off. 
But the re ­ 
verse has been true. The bet­ 
ter the times, the bigger the 
relief load. In the past seven 
years, while Washington 
has 
boasted of our unprecedented 
prosperity, direct federal pub­ 
lic assistance rose from $2 
billion to $3.3 billion. 
WHAT 
HAS happened, 
ap­ 
parently, is that we are creat­ 
ing a growing army of citi­ 
zens who cannot or will 
not 
support themselves. 
And 
in 
our well-meaning 
but ham­ 
handed efforts to see that peo­ 
ple who don't need relief don't 
get it we have created condi­ 
tions that increase irresponsi­ 


bility and dependency. 
For example, we decided that 
as long as there was an able- 
bodied man around the house and 
plenty of jobs available a fam­ 
ily would not be eligible for 
aid-to-dependent-children pay­ 
ments. But this meant in too 
many cases that the man simply 
fled the house, or, worse yet, 
visited it after the social work­ 
ers had gone home. 
The rise 
in the number of apparently 
fatherless 
children and slum 
matriarchies has been spec­ 
tacular. We are now well into 
the second generation of this 
business. 
SECONDLY, we killed incen­ 
tive to get off the relief rolls 
by imposing what amounts to 
a virtual 100 per cent income 
tax on earnings of reliefers. 
Few Americans would show 
much incentive under a 100 per 
cent tax, but this was most de­ 
vastating among the 
weakly - 
motivated, who comprise much 
of the relief load. 
There is also an ominous pos­ 
sible fallout. 
We can breed 
down the American people. If 
the state takes over the respon­ 
sibility of supporting children 
of low 
- competents (or even 
makes their production profit­ 
able to mothers who neglect 
them) while it 
imposes tax 
burdens that compel self-sup­ 
porting families who have am­ 
bitions for their children to 
strictly limit their numbers, 
we could practice 
natural se­ 
lection in reverse. 
SOMEHOW, we have to come 
up with a relief system 
that 
doesn't cause rot. We must find 
some way of protecting all cit­ 
izens against starvation and ut­ 
ter want while encouraging re ­ 
sponsibility and initiative. 
It is conceivable that we could 
“ eliminate 
poverty" 
by the 
simple device of handing out 
money to anyone adjudged poor. 
Robert Theobald, the 
British 
economist 
favors 
this 
ap­ 
proach, arguing that in an age of 
increasing automation the stu­ 
pidest, most ignorant and least 
reliable citizens will gradually 
become unemployable. The ef­ 
fect of this cure on the man who 
works hard all year and finds 
he has made only $100 more than 
his neighbor who sat around the 
saloon has not been tested. 
DR. MILTON FRIEDMAN 
of 
Chicago and Dr. James Tobin 
of Yale favor the “ negative in­ 
come tax." Tliis would bring 
payments by the government to 
all who fall below a poverty line,

theft • proof. 
Last year the U. S. Govern­ 
ment spent $550 million be­ 
cause of stolen cars. This is 
usually a crime in interstate 
commerce, over which the FBI 
has jurisdiction. Yet the jus­ 
tice department has done lit­ 
tle 
research in this field. 
Scheuer will also exhibit a 
children's 
game, similar to 
Monopoly showing the conse­ 
quences of crime; together with 
educational techniques to im­ 
prove prison life and parole 
systems; and the latest 
in 
"Halfway House" techniques to 
help youngsters get back to nor­ 
mal life after they leave 
re­ 
formatories, instead of 
re­ 
turning, as they usually do, to 
a life of crime. 
Note - Scheuer is the young 
Democrat congressman who de­ 
feated the old -line Democratic 
machine in the Bronx in 1964 
and in 1966 was reelected by 
the biggest percentage of votes 
of any member of congress. 


Inside Report Reveals LBJ's 
Personal Appeal for Only Single 
Week Delay in Rail Strike Was 
Bluntly Rejected. 


Washington, D. C.: — Though 
it occurred behind the scenes, 
rarely has an American presi­ 
dent - and 
his prestige and 
personal 
feelings — 
been 
slapped down so rudely as was 
Lyndon Johnson’s during 
the 
closed • door infighting of the 
rail crisis this past week. And 
by virtually unknown 
second- 
string labor officials at that. 
They had the President 
of 
the U. S. backed against 
the 
wall — and they kept 
him 
there. 
All he sought — and specif!- 
cially asked for personally— 
was a single week delay of the 
threatened coast • to • coast 
railroad strike. 
Personally and through the 
highest of intermediaries Mr. 
Johnson explained why it was 
important 
that they postpone 
job action so he could fly down 
to Punta del Este and back— 
without appearing to be a "grin­ 
go" president cracking down on 
American labor. 
His request went to six men 
headed by one Mike Fox,leader 
of something called the Railway 
Employes Dept. (R.E.D.) 
of 
the AFL-CIO. They speak for 
137,000 off - train, shop craft 
unions like boilermakers, ma­ 
chinists and electricians. 
Merely to give way for seven 
days would not have meant the 
loss 
of a single penny 
or 
fringe. Traditionally, it is all 
retroactive. But they said — 
no. 
As always, the first appeal 
was made through "M r. La­ 
bor" himself — George Meany 
.. president of the AFL-CIO. 
The President called Mr. Meany 
about a week before the Chief 
Executive was scheduled to jet 
down to Montevideo. 
The national labor leader and 
the President are old friends. 
They read 
each other 
very 
clearly. 
Meany then carried 
the appeal. It was rejected. 
TTien the President directed 
his top team - Willard Wirtz 
and the desperately overworked 
Undersecretary of Labor Jim 
Reynolds — to try.

A one cent postcard, bearing 
a 1907 postmark and a $7 bil­ 
ling for one month's electric 
power service from a 
mid- 
western utility brings up a point 
of economics too often forgot­ 
ten. 
Private enterprise has a 
much better record of protect­ 
ing consumers than 
govern­ 
ment has in terms of prices 
charged and service rendered. 
The $7 electric bill, as de­ 
scribed in a recent 
Freeman 
article, was for 14 
kilowatt- 
hours of electricity. In the 49 
years since 1907, postcard pos­ 
tage has climbed from one cent 
to four cents -- a 400 per cent 
increase, 
while the price of 
electricity has 
steadily de­ 
clined 
from the 
then fifty 
cents per kilowatt - hour to a 
current two cents per kilowatt- 
hour--a mere four per cent of 
what it was in 1907. 
Today, the average American 
family can fully electrify its 
home including air conditioning 
and heating, using some 24,000 
kilowatt-hours, at a cost of 
about $480 annually. At the 1907 
rate, the electric bill in such a 
home would run $12,000 and had 
the cost of electricity increased 
at the same rate as the cost of 
delivering a postcard --400per 
cent — the electric bill today 
for such a home would be an 
astounding $48,000. 
These 
figures provide good 
reason for one to speculate, 
suggests Freeman, “ . . .as to 
what those 
respective 
rates 
might be today had the situa­ 
tions been reversed, with 
a 
government monopoly of elec­ 
trical service, and a free en­ 
terprise postal service."

food pattern to follow 
for breakfast 
is to have

food such as eggs or 
meat, 
bread or cereal, 
and 
milk 
for children; tea 
or 
coffee 
for adults. Butter 
and some­ 
times jam or preserves 
are 
used as energy food. 
For lunch or supper include a 
main dish as creamed 
tuna, 
soup (bean or pea) or toasted 
cheese sandwiches, a 
crisp 
vegetable, tart fruit, or salad. 
Bread and butter plus a drink 
and a fruit dessert either fresh, 
canned, or frozen complete the 
meal.

or milk are excellent

dishes for supper and lunch. A 
hot bread with

supplies protein of the 
best quality and remembering

than 
small cuts. Fish fillets 
and steaks have 
little waste. 
A pound will usually 
provide 
four servings. 
Large 
birds 
have less bone in proportion 
to meat than small birds. 
Dried beans, peas, 
peanuts, 
and peanut butter are inexpen­ 
sive. Dishes made from these 
foods are adequate when ani­ 
mal protein as milk or cheese 
is included in the same meal. 
Bean chowder, lima beans and 
sausage, peanut butter sand­ 
wiches and milk are examples 
of appetizing dishes. The cost 
of the food does not indicate 
the quality of food value.

this year. Your order may have 
already been placed. Even if 
you have done this, it 
isn't 
too late for changes. Be sure 
you have plenty of fertilizer 
for maximum economic pro­ 
duction. Since 1955, the price 
of fertilizer has gone up less 
than five per cent. While, at 
the same time, other 
crop 
in-puts has increased 
from 
40 to 75 per cent. This means 
fertilizer is still one of the 
smallest expenses on 
your 
&rm. 
Its good business to 
use as much fertilizer as will 
return you a profit. 
The best way a farmer can 
tell how much fertilizer to ap­ 
ply is to get his soil tested. 
This eliminated the guesswork 
when it comes time to apply 
fertilizer. Some farmers ap­ 
ply too much fertilizer, others 
not enough, and many use in­ 
correct ratios. 
Your soil may test high inj 
phosphate and low in potassium. 
If you continue to use a 1-1-1 
ratio, the soil will get more 
out of balance. 
Soils 
that 
test high in fertility only re­ 
quire three times as 
much. 
You may have been using the 
same fertility program 
for 
years and getting results you 
are satisfied with. However, 
a good soil sample properly 
taken may show your soil to 
be very high in fertility and 
require less fertilizers for the 
same yield. This means more 
profit per acre. 
Soil testing 
is still one of your 
biggest 
helpers. 
LIMESTONE 
Cotton requires a very fer­ 
tile, well-drained, medium to 
high limestone content. For top 
cotton production, you should 
check the soil reaction (pH) 
for limestone needs. The term 
pH is used to show how acid 
or alkaline a soil is. 
The pH 
scale goes from 0 to 14 - a 
pH of 7 is neutral, below 7 
is acid, and above 7 is alka­ 
line. 
If a soil is acid, it is 
“ sour"; if alkaline, it 
is 


'‘sweet". At least 85 percent 
of the soils in Southeast Mis­ 
souri are acid. The ideal pH 
for top production of 
most 
crops is between 6,0 and 6.5. 
Limestone does several im­ 
portant things in the soil. 
(1) Increased availability of 
applied plant food. 
(2) 
Supplies calcium and/or 
magnesium. 
(3) 
Corrects soil acidity. 
(4) 
Improves bacterial ac­ 
tivity and many more. 
Cotton responds very good to 
limestone on soils with pH be­ 
low 6.0. The largest increases 
will be where the pH is 4.0 to 
5.0. Lime isn't usually recom­ 
mended for cotton in South­ 
east Missouri if the pH is 6.0 
or above. Cotton is sensitive 
to a high pH as well as a low 
so don't overlime.

NITROGEN 
Nitrogen gives more trouble 
in cotton production in SEMO 
than either phosphate 
or 
potash. It is essential and must 
be used, but it is easy to apply 
too much. When and how much 
to use is still one of the most 
asked questions. 
There are many factors that 
affect the release of nitrogen 
in the soil. Soil type, amount 
of organic matter, whether or 
not it is a wet or dry season, 
and soil temperature are just 
a few of these factors. 
More 
nitrogen is required in 
dry 
years, less in above 
rainfall 
years. Many farmers used too 
much nitrogen last year, mainly

ALFALFA WEEVIL

jEFFER$ON CITY - A great 
many bills were treated by the 
House and Senate this week. As 
usuaL In the Interest of brevity, 
I shall comment only on those 
which seem to be of significant 
Importance to the people of our 
areai 
House bill 150 was perfected 
much to my dismay. 
It will 
create a commission 
whose 
job is vague to say the least. 
It will be called the 
division 
of age discrimination in em­ 
ployment. Its purpose is sup­ 
posed 
to be to see that 
no 
employe 
is 
discriminated 
against because of his age. 
This to me is almost the end 
of ridiculousness. 
While 
I 
am certainly in favor of as­ 
sisting the plight of our old 
folks in this state, this 
ap­ 
pears to be an 
unwarranted 
interference on the business­ 
man’s right 
to hire and fire 
who he wishes and run 
his 
business as he wishes. 
This 
commission will have the right 
to make charges 
against 
an 
employer then hear the charges 
themselves. The only recourse 
an employer would have, should 
he not convince the commission 
of his innocence, would be in 
the courts. 
This to me is in­ 
excusable interference in the 
operation of private enterprise. 
House 
MU 
315, commonly 
called The strike breakers bill, 
has been 
referred to the in­ 
formal calendar which means 
for aU practical purposes that 
it is dead for this session. 
It would have forbidden 
a 
business or industry to 
use 
supervisory personnel to con­ 
tinue to operate when 
being 
struck by labor. 
As you can 
well see this could 
cause 
tremendous hardships, 
not 
only for business, but also for 
labor. Some plants cannot just 
shut down over night. 
One 
example would, be the 
rail­ 
roads. 
The 
situation 
might 
exist where there were 
500 
cars with perishable goods on 
tracks, which have to 
be 
moved, and under this 
bill 
would simply have to sit and 
rot. As far as this bill is con­ 
cerned we are well rid of it. 
The 
first attempt to raise 
the driver's age from 16 
to 
18 
was 
defeated this week, 
merely because it provided that 
a 16-year-old driver could ob­ 
tain a license if he had driver's 
training, but as you can see, 
in some poor school districts, 
driver's training may not be 
ftvailable to ali students. This 
would be discrimination. 
I* do 
think that perhaps this year 
there will be a bill that 
will 
come 
close to 
raising the 
drivers 
age to 18 but we shall 
discuss it when it comes to the 
floor. 
House bill 306 was perfected. 
It would strike the ancient law 
on the books which forbids the 
sale or advertisenm nt of any 
contraceptive device 01 method. 
This bill opens the door 
to 


fruitful studies and future pop­ 
ulation control problems 
in 
Missouri. It has not been en­ 
forced for many years, but has 
been of detriment to the proper 
implementation of 
welfare 
programs. 
House bill 331 was 
passed. 
It Increases the penalty 
tor 
carrying a concealed weapon. 
The much debated and poorly 
understood teacher tenure bill 
was passed by a narrow margin. 
This bill provides that a teacher 
may be dismissed for only three 
reasons; physical or mental 
conditions making him unfit to 
instruct or associate with chil­ 
dren, 
immorality, 
incom­ 
petency 
or 
insubordination. 
This bill will not help 
our 
teachers or will it help 
our 
schools. 
In fact, I believe it 
does detriment to our attempts 
to have the teachers of our 
state recognized as 
profes­ 
sionals and treated in a pro­ 
fessional manner. 
House bill 239 was passed. It 
requires all people employed by 
the state of Missouri to reside 
in this state unless the position 
requires 
specialized 
or 
technical skills not available in 
the state. 
House bill 153 was passed. It 
will allow welfare payments to 
go to families even though the 
father is still in the home. The 
father must register with the 
state employment agency and 
must accept any work offered 
him by these people. There are 
other safety devices, the largest 
being that this bill automatically 
expires in two years and would 
require another act of the as­ 
sembly, to reinstate it. 
House bill 208 was passed. It 
will 
allow blind people 
to 
operate vending stands in many 
state buildings. 
House bill 421 was passed. 
Among other things it 
will 
allow our state park board to 
contract for up to 25 years 
with private persons to supply 
facilities in parks. This should 
be a good step in improving 
our park system, as in the past 
the maximum contract was only 
two years 
and no one would 
invest much money in these 
type of facilities with a chance 
that the contract might not be 
renewed only two years later. 
The prime example of this sort 
of legislation 
is Kentucky and 
the Ken Lake hotel. 
Also, 
Arkansas with their beautiful 
developments as the Narrows 
boat dock. 
House bill 246 was defeated. 
It would have brought barber 
shops and beauty parlors under 
the provisions of the 
state 
public accomodations law. 
House joint resolution 24 was 
passed. 
It would submit to 
the people a basic change in our 
constitution allowing for the 
transportation of private school 
children in public buses. I feel 
perhaps this will be one of the 
more controversial and less 
understood actions 
taken by 
the assembly, as it does not 
in itself provide for such trans­ 
portation, but really only asks 
the people 
by a vote to decide 
this matter once and for all. 
I do not believe that this is 
the proper way to handle this 
type of action and am rather sad 
to see the 
assembly pass the 
buck on this issue. 
House joint resolution 7 was 
also passed. 
It will be sub­ 


mitted to the people and pro­ 
vides for the abolishment 
of 
certain personal property tax. 
The Missouri division of com* 
merce and industrial develop­ 
ment has printed an attractive 
book about Missouri and all its 
attractions. 
It is one of the 
finer brochures I have 
seen. 
Anyone interested in obtaining 
one of these booklets or the new 
1967 official Missouri highway 
maps, please drop me a card 
and I shall send them to you 
immediately. 
Next Friday I shall appear be­ 
fore the conservation commis­ 
sion in an attempt to obtain 
the 
permanent 
flooding of 
another pool at Duck creek wild 
life reserve tor the use 
of 
fishermen. Any letters of sup­ 
port 
would be welcomed and 
helpful in obtaining this addi­ 
tional faculty for the people of 
our area. 
Board Lowers 
School Age 


CHARLESTON — The 
R-l 
Board of Education lowered by 
one month the mlnumum age 
for admission to kindergarten 
and first grade. 
THE BOARD, meeting at the 
A. D. Simpson building, passed a 
motion to permit children to en­ 
roll 
in kindergarten if they 
reach age 5 before October 1 of 
the year they want to enroll; and 
to enroll in the first grade if 
they reach age 6 before October 
1. The old requirement was that 
children have their birthday be­ 
fore September 1. 
The new policy brings the 
local 
district in line with the 
recommended policy 
of the 
State Department of Education. 
John Clevidence, president of 
the 
Mississippi County Eco­ 
nomic Opportunity 
Corpora­ 
tion, urged the board to re­ 
consider an earlier decision 
to drop the Head Start pro­ 
gram this summer. 
CLEVIDENCE 
explained that 
several features 
of the pro­ 
posed 
program for four and 
five-year-olds had 
been un­ 
popular with school 
adminis­ 
trators 
throughout the six- 
country Delta Area Economic 
Opportunity Corporation re ­ 
gion, 
and that most of these 
features had been dropped or 
changed. 
He said the Charleston district 
would be the only major district 
in the area without Head Start, 
a 10-week summer program to 
prepare children for school in 
the fall. 
The local program, he added, 
is budgeted for about 10 per­ 
cent of the DAEOC 
area's 
half - million - dollar cost, or 
$50,000.

Librarian Has Faith in Reading 
Bookless Life Looks Bleak to Her

She begin reading to her chil­ 
dren, Stanley, 10 and Lewis, 9 
when they were six weeks old. 
When they were two and three, 
after much deliberation, they 
pooled their first real money, 
one dollar apiece, to buy a book. 
Their 
mother, Mrs. Gerald 
Jackson 
was 
thrilled; “ You 
never know if you are getting 
through to th em /’ 
Her profession: 
children’s 
librarian. 
Her 
philosophy: 
books are an integral 
part of 
life. She says, “ I know some 
people can go through life and 
never pick up a book, but 
I 
can’t imagine it.” 
Her friends can’t imagine it 
either, for her interest in books 
finds its way into their lives. 
She brings a new an 
unusual 
children’s book to Presbyter­ 
ian circle meetings, or drops 
by a friend’s house to 
show 
her a book of poetry, 
“ you 
mentioned the author so 
I 
thought you would like to see 
this book of his.” 
Since last June she has held a 
job librarians dream about; set­ 
ting up a library at Oran from 
scratch. 
She 
had $12,000 to 
spend on books and films, but 
not supplies. “ I was to spend 
it all on m aterials, I couldn’t 
even buy a pencil with 
that 
money. It was sheer delight.” 
She bought 2,055 books, spent 
$3,500 on film strips 
and re ­ 
cordings, and felt 
lucky she 
had just finished a 
graduate 
course at Murray State 
Uni­ 
versity on library design. For, 
although she has always loved 
books, she hasn’t always been a 
librarian. She received a Bach­ 
elor of Science in elementary 
education with a minor 
in li­ 
brary science from Murray and 
taught several years. 
But it wasn’t what 
she 
en­ 
joyed. Two years ago she de­ 
cided to go back to Murray State 
and in August she will receive 
a m aster’s degree in secondary 
education with an emphasis in 
library science. 
“ When you take your 
first 
library science course you know 
immediately if this is for you,” 
she 
said. 
“ If not, 
you get 
out quick. 
People think of li­ 
brarians as keepers of books 
only, but librarians work with 


people. They bring people and 
books together.” 
That is just what she is doing 
now. Until this year children in 
the Oran school district did not 
have a library. True, the high 
school had several 
hundred 
books, the public and parochial 
eight grade 
schools 
had 
a 
few books in every classroom 
and Oran had a small city li­ 
brary. But the children were 
not regularly exposed to many 
books. 
Now they are not only exposed, 
they are reading. Records for 
the first 7 
months show that 
each of the 700 students 
is 
reading an average of two books 
a month, plus magazines. 
Alice Jackson thinks that 
is 
marvelous. “ It all come about 
through the elementary school 
education act of 1965, 
which 
provides 
federal 
funds 
for 
school libraries which 
will 
serve 
all the students in the 
community. 
The 
Oran school 
district 
leased a small house between 
the 
schools for the library. 
M rs. Jackson was in complete 
charge of everything, 
from 
painting the walls to designing 
shelves to Imying the books, then 
uncrating them when they a r ­ 
rived. 
She knew 
exactly what 
she 
wanted. She had 
the 
walls 
painted a light color 
and the 
shelves left in their natural 
wood 
finish so nothing would 
detract from the 
books. 
She 
designated the large room as 
the reference 
room 
as well 
as a meeting 
room and gave 
over one of the sm aller rooms 
to prim ary books, the other to 
senior high books. 
The 
biggest job was 
s e ­ 
lecting and ordering. 
“ I be­ 
gan work in 
June 
and 
had 
three weeks 
to order all the 
books because all the 
forms 
had to be in Jefferson City by 
the end of 1966 fiscal year. 
She bought a lot of reference 
books, 
“ what every 
library 
needs, 
like 
“ a dictionary of 
American history,” “ 20th Cen­ 
tury Authors” ; and books co­ 
ordinated to the students stud­ 
ies. To 
do this 
she scanned 
their social studies and science 
books, 
then 
bought related 
books on each grade level.

Librarian (las Faith in Reading 
Bookless Life Looks Bleak to Her

She begin reading to her chil­ 
dren, Stanley, IO and Lewis, 9 
when they were six weeks old. 
When they were two and three, 
after much deliberation, they 
pooled their first real money, 
one dollar apiece, to buy a book. 
Their 
mother, Mrs. Gerald 
Jackson was 
thrilled; “ You 
never know if you are getting 
through to them." 
Her profession: 
children's 
librarian. 
Her 
philosophy: 
books are an integral 
part of 
life. She says, “ I know some 
people can go through life and 
never pick up a book, but 
I 
can’t imagine it." 
Her friends can't Imagine It 
either, for her Interest in books 
finds its way Into their lives. 
She brings a new an unusual 
children’s book to Presbyter­ 
ian circle meetings, or drops 
by a friend’s house to show 
her a book of poetry, 
"you 
mentioned the author so 
I 
thought you would like to see 
this book of his." 
Since last June she has held a 
Job librarians dream about; set­ 
ting up a library at Oran from 
scratch. 
She had $12,000 to 
spend on books and films, but 
not supplies. " I was to spend 
it all on materials, I couldn’t 
even buy a pencil with 
that 
money. It was sheer delight." 
She bought 2,055 books, spent 
$3,500 on filmstrips and re ­ 
cordings, and felt 
lucky she 
had just finished a 
graduate 
course at Murray state 
Uni­ 
versity on library design. For, 
although she has always loved 
books, she hasn’t always been a 
librarian. She received a Bach­ 
elor of Science in elementary 
education with a minor 
in li­ 
brary science from Murray and 
taught several years. 
But it wasn’t what 
she en­ 
joyed. Two years ago she de­ 
cided to go back to Murray State 
and in August she will receive 
a m aster’s degree in secondary 
education with an emphasis in 
library science. 
"When you take your 
first 
library science course you know 
immediately if this is for you," 
she 
said. 
"lf not, 
you get 
out quick. 
People think of li­ 
brarians as keepers of books 
only, but librarians work with 


people. They bring people and 
books together." 
That is Just what she is doing 
now. Until this year children in 
the Oran school district did not 
have a library. True, the high 
school had several 
hundred 
books, the public and parochial 
eight grade schools had 
a 
few books in every classroom 
and Oran had a small city li­ 
brary. But the children were 
not regularly exposed to many 
books. 
Now they are not only exposed, 
they are reading. Records for 
the first 7 
months show that 
each of the 700 students 
is 
reading an average of two books 
a month, plus magazines. 
Alice Jackson thinks that 
is 
marvelous. "It all come about 
through the elementary school 
education act of 1965, 
which 
provides federal 
funds 
for 
school libraries which 
will 
serve all the students in the 
community. 
The 
Oran school 
district 
leased a small house between 
the 
schools for the library. 
Mrs. Jackson was in complete 
charge of everything, 
from 
painting the walls to designing 
shelves to buying the books, then 
uncrating them when they a r­ 
rived. 
She knew exactly what 
she 
wanted. She had 
the 
walls 
painted a light color and the 
shelves left in their natural 
wood 
finish so nothing would 
detract from the books. She 
designated the large room as 
the reference 
room 
as well 
as a meeting room and gave 
over one of the smaller rooms 
to primary books, the other to 
senior high books. 
The 
biggest job was 
se­ 
lecting and ordering. 
“ I be­ 
gan work in 
June and had 
three weeks to order all the 
books because all the 
forms 
had to be in Jefferson City by 
the end of 1966 fiscal year. 
She bought a lot of reference 
books, “ what every 
library 
needs, 
like "a dictionary of 
Amtrtcan history," “ 20thCtB- 
tury Authors"; and books co­ 
ordinated to the students stud­ 
ies. To do this 
she scanned 
their social studies and science 
books, 
then 
bought related 
books on each grade level.

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
National 
Library 
Week begins 
April 16. 
Libraries are as old as writing. 
Ptolemy’s 
personal library contained thousands of volumes. 
Today in the U.S. there are around 60,000 li­ 
braries of all kinds, public and private, from 
which Americans borrow books about 500,000,- 
000 times a year. 
Yet about 18,000,000 Americans still do not have 
access to any public library service. And 110,- 
000,000 more must put up with what the Ameri­ 
can Library Association describes as inadequate 
library service. 
National and local legislation, however, point to 
better and more libraries in the future. In 1956, 
for example, to extend public library service 
to rural areas, the U.S. Congress passed the first 
five-year Library Services Act which provided 
87,500,000 for extension of library services to 
the millions of Americans then without service. 
Funds were to be matched by the states. 
T his act was renewed in 1961 for five years. 
In 1964, the Library Services and Construction 
Act extended the services portion to those metro­ 
politan as well as rural areas on a 
matching 
basis, $30,000,000 for construction and $25,- 
000,000 for services; $55,000,000 in all. 
’Vet, amazingly, two out of every three grade 
schools in America lacked a library as 
re­ 
cently as 1961. 
Last year the school library 
program was brought into focus when P resi­ 
dent Johnson signed the educational act which 
included library support at every turn. 
Professionals estimate that a good 
library 
program can be made available for an annual 
$10 per pupil. There are hopeful signs that the 
“ library gap” is narrowing. 
Through 
the 
recent Elementary and Secondary Education Act 
$100,000,000 has been made available for school 
libraries in a program designed to encourage the 
building of school libraries and the strengthening 
of those already in existence.

NOW THAT APRIL’S HERE 
Monday (April 17) is the federal deadline for 
paying the last instalment on 1966 personal 
income tax and filing an estimate for 1967 taxes. 
T.S, Eliot certainly did not have the United 
States income tax in mind when he w'rote that 
April is the cruelest month, but then time makes 
unconscious ironists of most poets. 
If there 
are any Browning Societies left they may re­ 
call the line about being in England now that 
April’s there. 
But for most of us plodding 
realists - close to 70 million of us - next Mon­ 
day is the day we get it up for Uncle Sugar. 
We are supposed to be especially careful this 
year. 
For the first time, every income tax 
return will be processed by computer. 
The 
machines check automatically on amounts of 
dividends and interest compared with totals re­ 
ported by organizations paying them, on exemp­ 
tions 
that seem questionable, and on many 
other categories. 
The computer system is based in Martinsburg, 
W. Va. 
The Internal Revenue Service asserts 
that it has been developed to the point that it can 
check to see if all income has been reported 
and if everyone who should file a return actually 
does. 
With April comes a certain amount of philo­ 
sophical reflection. 
When one thinks of oil 
and gas tax exemptions or the fact that a man 
who lives on salary usually pays more 
tax 
proportionally than a man who makes a capital- 
gains deal, one is almost convinced that, as one 
commentator has put it, we have free enter­ 
prise for the poor and socialism for the rich. 
Exactly the opposite point of view was expressed 
recently - again with the income tax in mind - 
by Vermont Royster of The Wall Street Journal. 
Wrote Roystexj: 
“The theory 
seems to be that the poor are 
not only more worthy of dignity than the rich 
but also more honest. 
In any event, it isn’t 
until you admit to having some means that the 
Federate will be on you for an accounting.” 
The truth lies somewhere in between the ex­ 


tremes. 
Last year 3.1 million of the 69.7 
million who had filed returns were notified that 
the federal government was auditing their in­ 
come-tax returns. That meant that the odds on 
an audit were better than 1 in 22 in favor of the 
taxpaper. 
With every return being fed into the 
computer system this year, the odds are bound 
to get shorter. 
Even so, the W. C. Fields adage holds; “ You 
can’t cheat an honest man.” The taxpayer who 
doesn’t take a little edge in his own favor on 
the return has nothing to fear, though he may be 
embarrassed at trying to prove that he actually 
did drop that $5 in the collection plate at the 
11 o’clock service on Sunday, Aug. 28. 
Computers will be adjusted to pull out 
a re­ 
turn which seems to have an unreasonable item 
for checking by an agent. 
This could be, for 
example, expenses or interest deductions 
or 
charitable contributions which seem too large 
for a certain income level. 
Most 
of 
the 
individual exams are “office 
audits” - the audit may be done- entirely by 
mail, or the taxpayer may have to go to the local 
IRS office. 
As of last year, only one in eight 
audits were “ field” - conducted at the tax­ 
payer’s place of business. 
Cheer up. Of returns examined last year, 38.3 
per cent were left unchanged. And a lucky 7.5 
per cent of those who filed a return got back a 
total of $279 nvllion for credits they hadn’t 
claimed. 
But additional 
revenue from audits 
jumped 15 per cent. 
* * *

SPIRIT OF POLITICAL REVOLT 
If there is one thing we can assess after 
studying the results of elections this spring in 
many cities, there seems to be a spirit of 
political revolt across the land. 
It was evident in last fall’s elections when 
many a congressman and governor was picked 
off by the voters protesting government con­ 
trols, misguided welfare, coddling of crim i­ 
nals, pampering the communists and spending. 
Mostly spending. 
The taxing, spending and giving away of our 
money has become such a vast and compli­ 
cated enterprise that the average citizen can’t 
understand it, but he can and does worry about 
it. 
What the people seem to be saying everywhere 
is: 
“ Keep it simple. 
Pay as you go. And if we 
can’t have it without raising taxes - skip it.”

WASHINGTON - As you mail 
your income tax return 
with 
hard - earned money in to the 
treasury this weekend, 
you 
might also send a letter to the 
Senate Ethics Committee ask­ 
ing what it is doing about an­ 
other citizen of 
the 
United 
States who hasn’t paid 
his 
income taxes on a whale of a 
lot of dough. 
He is Sen. Tom Dodd, the 
Connecticut Democrat, who by 
rough arithmetic collected an 
admitted $453,000 above the in­ 
come 
he 
reported to 
the 
treasury during 1961-65. 
Of all this money, 
Dodd 
spent less than $200,000 for 
legitimate political campaign 
purposes, leaving more 
than 
$250,000 of record on which he 
didn’t pay a penny of taxes. He 
spent this on such things as re­ 
pairing 
his 
summer 
home; 
country club 
dues; 
vacation 
trips for his family to London, 
the Caribbean and Florida; liq- 
our; 
rent for a car to go to 
the 
race 
track; 
to pay old 
debts; settle parking tickets, 
and even pay his federal taxes. 
This was clearly against the 
law. The income tax states: 
“ The portion of a political con­ 
tribution received by apolitical 
organization or a candidate for 
political office which is 
di­ 
verted from political campaign 
purposes 
to the personal use 
of the candidate 
or other in­ 
dividual constitutes taxable in­ 
come to such candidate or oth­ 
er individual.” 
It won’t do any good for you 
to write to 
internal 
revenue 
about this, because when 
the 
Dodd expenditures were first 
revealed in this column, 
IRS 
officials 
tried to pretend that 
the law was vague. Sen. John 
Williams, R-Del., the senate's 
chief watchdog, 
called a halt 
on this by charging that IRS 
was trying to build an alibi 
for Dodd. The law wasn't the 
least big vague, Williams de­ 
clared, but was as clear as the 
English language could make it. 


So if you believe in tax equali­ 
ty, write to the Senate Ethics 
Committee, 
whose 
members 
are: John Stennis, Miss., Mike 
Monroney, Okla., Eugene Mc­ 
Carthy, Minn., Democrats;with 
Wallace Bennett, Utah, John 
Sherman Cooper, Ky., 
and 
James Pearson, Kansas, Re­ 
publicans. 
Ask them, among other things, 
why they didn't call upon Dodd's 
former staff to testify regard­ 
ing 
cash which Dodd accepted 
on the side and which is not 
included in the $453,000 total 
amount which he admitted re­ 
ceiving. The staff members told

about 
these cash contributions 
but 
with one exception they were 
not 
brought out in open hear­ 
ing.

For example, we decided that 
as long as there was an able- 
bodied man around the house and 
plenty of jobs available a fam­ 
ily would not be eligible for 
a id-to-dependent -children pay­ 
ments.

tacular. We are now well Into 
the second generation of 
this 
business. 
SECONDLY, we killed incen­ 
tive to get off the relief rolls 
by imposing what amounts to 
a virtual 100 per cent income 
tax on earnings of 
reliefers. 
Few 
Americans 
would show 
much incentive under a 100 per 
cent tax, but this was most de­ 
vastating among the 
weakly - 
motivated, who comprise much 
of the relief load. 
There is also an ominous pos­ 
sible fallout. 
We can 
breed 
down the American people. If 
the state takes over the respon­ 
sibility of supporting children 
of low 
- competents (or even 
makes their production profit­ 
able to mothers 
who neglect 
them) while it 
imposes 
tax 
burdens that compel self-sup­ 
porting families who have am­ 
bitions 
for their children to 
strictly limit their 
numbers, 
we could practice 
natural se ­ 
lection in reverse. 
SOMEHOW, we have to come 
up with a relief system 
that 
doesn’t cause rot. We must find 
some way of protecting all cit­ 
izens against starvation and ut­ 
te r want while encouraging r e ­ 
sponsibility and initiative. 
It is conceivable that we could 
“ eliminate 
poverty” 
by the 
simple device of handing out 
money to anyone adjudged poor. 
Robert Theobald, the 
British 
economist 
favors 
this 
ap­ 
proach, arguing that in an age of 
increasing automation the stu­ 
pidest, most ignorant and least 
reliable citizens will gradually 
become unemployable. The ef­ 
fect of this cure on the man who 
works hard all year and finds 
he has made only $100 more than 
his neighbor who sat around the 
saloon has not been tested. 
DR. MILTON FRIEDMAN 
of 
Chicago and Dr. Jam es Tobin 
of Yale favor the “ negative in­ 
come tax.” This would bring 
payments by the government to 
all who fall below a poverty line, 
but would not 
diminish these 
payments by the full 
amount 
of any income earned. In other 
words, the reliefer who 
ans­ 
wered the dishwasher - wanted 
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ad would be able to keep what 
he made washing 
dishes plus I J o C . D U I l C a i l S a V g 
much of his relief until he had 
risen well above the poverty 
line. 
There would still remain the 
question of what to do with the 
person whom no private 
em ­ 
ployer would have at any price. 
LADY RHYS WILLIAMS 
of 
England argues that the state 
should provide every citizen, 
rich or poor, with a living al­ 
lowance. The allowance would, 
of course, be snatched back in 
income taxes imposed on 
all 
but poor citizens, but it would, 
as in other schemes, provide 
a floor below which family in­ 
come couldn't drop. 
However, 
she argues that the state should 
provide jobs for all who cannot 
find other employment. 
This revival of some form of 
W PA may, indeed, be what we'll 
have to come to. The payment 
of a guaranteed living for 
no 
work to hordes of professional 
mendicants 
might have grim 
social consequences. 
DR. ERICH FROMM, the so­ 
cial psychologist, feels that if 
people were removed from the 
fear of starvation or any com­ 
pulsion to make a living they 
would be free to study and train 
themselves for skills in other 
lines 
in harmony with their 
abilities and talents. 
This is probably a naive hope, 
common to those theorists who 
themselves are strongly moti­ 
vated. A large number of peo­ 
ple would 
simply rot. 
If 
a 
living becomes a right, some 
form of work must also become 
a duty. 
Most people will go to 
seed 
if the only bugle call they ever 
hear is the one for chow.

research in this field. 
Scheuer 
will also exhibit a 
children's 
game, sim ilar 
to 
Monopoly showing the conse­ 
quences of crim e; together with 
educational techniques to im­ 
prove prison life and parole 
systems; and the latest 
in 
“ Halfway House” techniques to 
help youngsters get back to nor­ 
mal life after they leave 
re­ 
form atories, instead of 
re­ 
turning, as they usually do, to 
a life of crime. 
Note •* Scheuer is the young 
Democrat congressman who de­ 
feated the old -line Democratic 
machine in the Bronx In 1964 
and in 1966 was reelected by 
the biggest percentage of votes 
of any member of congress. 


Inside Report Reveals LBJ*s 
Personal Appeal for Only Single 
Week Delay in Rail Strike Was 
Bluntly Rejected. 


Washington, D. C.: •• Though 
it occurred behind the scenes, 
rarely has an American presi­ 
dent - and 
his prestige and 
personal 
feelings - 
been 
slapped down so rudely as was 
Lyndon Johnson's during 
the 
closed • door infighting of the 
rail crisis this past week. And 
by virtually unknown 
second- 
string labor officials at that. 
They had the President 
of 
the U. S. backed against 
the 
wall •• and they kept 
him 
there. 
All he sought •• and specifi- 
cially 
asked for personally— 
was a single week delay of the 
threatened coast • to • coast 
railroad strike. 
Personally and through 
the 
highest of interm ediaries Mr. 
Johnson explained why it was 
important 
that they postpone 
job action so he could fly down 
to Punta del Este and 
back— 
without appearing to be a “ grin­ 
go” president cracking down on 
American labor. 
His request went to six men 
headed by one Mike Fox,leader 
of something called the Railway 
Employes Dept. (R.E.D.) 
of 
the AFL-CIO. They speak for 
137,000 off • train, shop craft 
unions like boilerm akers, ma­ 
chinists and electricians. 
Merely to give way for seven 
days would not have meant the 
loss 
of a single penny 
or 
fringe. Traditionally, it is all 
retroactive. But they said — 
no. 
As always, the first appeal 
was made through “ Mr. La­ 
bor” himself - George Meany 
.. president of the AFL-CIO. 
The President called Mr. Meany 
about a week before the Chief 
Executive was scheduled to jet 
down to Montevideo. 
The national labor leader and 
the President are old friends. 
They read 
each other 
very 
clearly. 
Meany then carried 
the appeal. It was rejected. 
Then the President directed 
his top team - Willard Wirtz 
and the desperately overworked 
Undersecretary of Labor Jim 
Reynolds — to try. They holed 
up with somp of the strike 
strategists in a suite in 
the 
Hotel Hamilton, where labor 
men of ancient 
vintage 
and 
hoary tradition have gathered 
for years. 
There Wirtz 
and Reynolds 
argued and pleaded 
as much 
as their overstretched dignity 
permitted with R. E. D. (AFL- 
CIO) Dept, president Mike Fox 
and the Machinists vice -pres­ 
ident Joe Ramsey. The latter 
was the actual operations chief 
of last sum m er's airline strike. 
Mr. Wirtz offered three ways 
out: A voluntary 
strike post- 
ponment; 
or he, the Secretary 
of Labor would make an offi­ 


cial request for a delay; or if 
they insisted on real imple­ 
mentation of their power and 
position, the President would 
make the appeal. 
These offers 
were thumbed 
down. 
By Sunday night, Wirtz 
and 
Reynolds ~ proud 
men, al­ 
beit 
fatigued 
by the 
trip ­ 
hammer 
crisis and a tense 
President - decided to plead 
once more. Vast hemispheric 
prestige depended on Mr. John­ 
son leaving behind him a peace­ 
ful land. Jim Reynolds 
tele­ 
phoned 
the Ramsey • Fox duo. 
Would they retreat for just one 
week, if 
the President made 
a personal appeal? The answer 
was — nol 
On Monday, president John­ 
son again telephoned 
labor 
President Meany who legally 
has 
no 
control over 
the 
autonomous affiliates of 
his 
big 
federation. Again 
he 
tried. Again he was turned down 
in this proletarian polka which 
apparently 
has 
become 
the 
frenzied dance of the era. 
Meanwhile the President had 
no alternative 
but to call in 
the Senate and House labor com­ 
mitteemen. They crowded into 
the Cabinet room. They 
dis­ 
cussed the 20 • day postpone­ 
ment to avert paralysis of the

way for the President. 
One of the Congressmen, how­

Mr. Johnson, in effect, said:

bach. Katzenbach and his men

been working on it and are 
just about ready to submit their

to me. I will go over 
their findings when I return and 
we will act on the report for 
recommendation.

tion strike 
legislation up the 
hill within 30 days. 
But that won't make it law. 
The unions will battle any com­ 
pulsory arbitration proposal. 
They flight for a “ stand up and 
be counted” vote so everybody 
is on the record.

Everybody in Wash, 
ington has grievances.

A $48,000 ELECTRIC BILL! 
A one cent postcard, bearing 
a 1907 postmark and a $7 bil­ 
ling for one month’s electric 
power service from a 
mid- 
western utility brings up a point 
of economics too often forgot­ 
ten. 
Private enterprise has a 
much better record of protect­ 
ing consumers 
than 
govern­ 
ment has in term s of 
prices 
charged and service rendered. 
The $7 electric bill, as de­ 
scribed in a recent 
Freeman 
article, was for 14 
kilowatt- 
hours of electricity. In the 49 
years since 1907, postcard pos­ 
tage has climbed from one cent 
to four cents - - a 400 per cent 
increase, 
while 
the price of 
electricity 
has 
steadily de­ 
clined 
from the 
then 
fifty 
cents per kilowatt - hour to a 
current two cents per kilowatt- 
hour--a m ere four per cent of 
what it was in 1907. 
Today, the average American 
family can fully 
electrify its 
home including air conditioning 
and heating, using some 24,000 
kilowatt-hours, 
at 
a cost of 
about $480 annually. At the 1907 
rate, the electric bill in such a 
home would run $12,000 and had 
the cost of electricity increased 
at the same rate as the cost of 
delivering a postcard — 400 per 
cent — the electric bill today 
for such a home would 
be an 
astounding $48,000. 
These 
figures provide good 
reason for one 
to speculate, 
suggests Freem an, “ . . .as to 
what those 
respective 
rates 
might be today had the situa­ 
tions 
been reversed, with 
a 
government monopoly of elec­ 
trical service, and a free en­ 
terprise postal service.”

POOR CHARLIE SA YSI 
National 
Library 
Week begins 
April 16. 
Libraries are as old as writing. 
Ptolemy’s 
personal library contained thousands of volumes. 
Today in the U.S. there are around 60,000 li­ 
braries of all kinds, public and private, from 
which Americans borrow books about 500,000,- 
000 tim es a year. 
\ et about 18,000,000 Americans still do not have 
access to any public library service. And 110,- 
000,000 more must put up with what the A m eri­ 
can l ibrary Association describes as inadequate 
library service. 
National and local legislation, however, point to 
better and more libraries in the future. In 1956, 
for example, to extend public library service 
to rural areas, the U.S. Congress passed the first 
five-year Library Services Act which provided 
S<,500,000 for extension of library services to 
the millions of Americans then without service. 
Funds were to be matched by the states. 
This act was renewed in 1961 for five years. 
In 1964, the Library Services and Construction 
Act extended the services portion to those m etro­ 
politan as well as rural areas on a 
matching 
basis, $30,000,000 for construction and $25,- 
000,000 for services; $55,000,000 in all. 
^ et, amazingly, two out of every three grade 
schools in America lacked a library as 
re ­ 
cently as 1961. 
Last year the school library 
program was brought into focus when P re si­ 
dent Johnson signed the educational act which 
included library support at every turn. 
Professionals estim ate that a good 
library 
program can be made available for an annual 
$10 per pupil. There are hopeful signs that the 
“ library gap” is narrowing. 
Through 
the 
recent Elementary and Secondary Education Act 
$100,000,000 has been made available for school 
libraries in a program designed to encourage the 
bu i Iding of school libraries and the strengthening 
of those already in existence.

NOW THAT APRIL’S HERE 
Monday (April 17) is the federal deadline for 
paying the last instalm ent on 1966 personal 
income tax and filing an estim ate for 1967 taxes. 
T.S. Eliot certainly did not have the United 
States income tax in mind when he wrote that 
April is the cruelest month, but then tim e makes 
unconscious ironists of m ost poets. 
If there 
are any Browning Societies left they may re ­ 
call the line about being in England now that 
A pril’s there. 
But for most of us plodding 
realists - close to 70 million of us - next Mon­ 
day is the day we get it up for Uncle Sugar. 
We are supposed to be especially careful this 
year. 
For the first tim e, every income tax 
return will be processed by com puter. 
The 
machines check autom atically on amounts of 
dividends and interest com pared with totals re ­ 
ported by organizations paying them, on exemp­ 
tions 
that seem questionable, and on many 
other categories. 
The computer system is based in M artinsburg, 
W, Va. 
The Internal Revenue Service a sserts 
that it has been developed to the point that it can 
check to see if all income has been reported 
and if everyone who should file a return actually 
does. 
With April comes a certain amount of philo­ 
sophical reflection. 
When one thinks of oil 
and gas tax exemptions or the fact that a man 
who lives on salary usually pays m ore 
tax 
proportionally than a man who makes a capital- 
gains deal, one is alm ost convinced that, as one 
commentator has put it, we have free en ter­ 
prise for the poor and socialism for the rich. 
Exactly the opposite point of view wus expressed 
recently - again with the income tax in mind - 
by Vermont Royaler of The Wall Street Journal. 
Wrote Hoyster; 
“ The theory \...seem s to be that the poor are 
not only more worthy of dignity than the rich 
but also more honest. 
In any event, it isn’t 
until you admit to having some means that the 
1 ederals will be on you for an accounting,” 
The truth lies somewhere in between the ex­ 


tremes. 
Last year 3.1 million of the 69.7 
million who had filed returns were notified that 
the federal government was auditing their in­ 
come-tax returns. That meant that the odds on 
an audit were better than I in 22 in favor of the 
taxpaper. 
With every return being fed into the 
computer system this year, the odds are bound 
to get shorter. 
Even so, the W. C. Fields adage holds: “You 
can’t cheat an honest man.” The taxpayer who 
doesn’t take a little edge in his own favor on 
the return has nothing to fear, though he may be 
embarrassed at trying to prove that he actually 
did drop that $5 in the collection plate at the 
ll o'clock service on Sunday, Aug. 28. 
Computers will be adjusted to pull out 
a re­ 
turn which seems to have an unreasonable item 
for checking by an agent. 
This could be, for 
example, expenses or interest deductions 
or 
charitable contributions which seem too large 
for a certain income level. 
Most of the 
individual exams are “office 
audits” - the audit may be done- entirely by 
mail, or the taxpayer may have to go to the local 
IRS office. 
As of last year, only one in eight 
audits were “field” - conducted at the tax­ 
payer's place of business. 
Cheer up. Of returns examined last year, 38.3 
per cent were left unchanged. And a lucky 7.5 
per cent of those who filed a return got back a 
total of $279 mTlion for credits they hadn’t 
claimed. 
But additional 
revenue from audits 
jumped 15 per cent.

can’t have it without raising taxes - skip it.”

An Editor’s Outlook 
RELIEF WITHOUT ROT 
FOR THE past one third of a 
century the American people 
have tieen experimenting with 
various forms and d xrees of 
assistance by the fe aral gov­ 
ernment to the poor.# ;t is now 
time for some asses* nent. 
At the beginning, 
consid­ 
ered this federal 
sslstance 
only as an emerge cy mea­ 
sure to stave off s rvation at 
a time when proud r. en were 
selling apples at the corner and 
one - time executives 
were 
hawking vacuum cleaners door- 
to-door. 
We were told that as times 
got better these 
programs 
would taper off. 
But the re­ 
verse has been true. The bet­ 
ter the times, the bigger the 
relief load. In the past seven 
years, while Washington 
has 
boasted of our unprecedented 
prosperity, direct federal pub­ 
lic assistance rose from $2 
billion to $3.3 billion. 
WHAT HAS happened, ap­ 
parently, Is that we are creat­ 
ing a growing army of citi­ 
zens who cannot or will not 
support themselves. 
And In 
our well-meaning 
but ham­ 
handed efforts to see that peo­ 
ple who don't need relief don't 
get it we have created condi­ 
tions that increase irresponsi­ 


bility and dependency. 
For example, we decided that 
as long as there was an able- m 
bodied man around the house and 
plenty of jobs available a fam­ 
ily would not be eligible for 
aid-to-dependent-children pay­ 
ments. But this meant In too 
many cases that the man simply 
fled the house, or, worse yet, 
visited it after the social work­ 
ers had gone home. 
The rise 
In the number of apparently 
fatherless children and slum 
matriarchies has been spec­ 
tacular. We are now well Into 
the second generation of this 
business. 
SECONDLY, we killed Incen­ 
tive to get off the relief rolls 
by imposing what amounts to 
a virtual IOO per cent Income 
tax on earnings of reliefers. 
Few Americans would show 
much Incentive under a looper 
cent tax, but this was most de­ 
vastating among the weakly - 
motivated, who comprise much 
of the relief load. 
There Is also an ominous pos­ 
sible fallout. 
We can breed 
down the American people. If 
the state takes over the respon­ 
sibility of supporting children 
of low 
- competents (or even 
makes their production profit­ 
able to mothers who neglect 
them) while it 
imposes tax 
burdens that compel self-sup­ 
porting families who have am­ 
bitions for their children to 
strictly limit their numbers, 
we could practice natural se­ 
lection in reverse. 
SOMEHOW, we have to come 
up with a relief system that 
doesn't cause rot. We must find 
some way of protecting all cit­ 
izens against starvation and ut­ 
ter want while encouraging re­ 
sponsibility and Initiative. 
It Is conceivable that we could 
“ eliminate poverty*' by the 
simple device of handing out 
money to anyone adjudged poor. 
Robert Theobald, the British 
economist 
favors 
this ap­ 
proach, arguing that In an age of 
increasing automation the stu­ 
pidest, most Ignorant and least 
reliable citizens will gradually 
become unemployable. The ef­ 
fect of this cure on the man who 
works hard all year and finds 
he has made only $100 more than 
his neighbor who sat around the 
saloon has not been tested. 
DR. MILTON FRIEDMAN of 
Chicago and Dr. james Tobin 
of Yale favor the “ negative in­ 
come tax.” This would bring 
payments by the government to 
all who fall below a poverty line, 
but would not diminish these 
payments by the full amount 
of any Income earned. In other 
words, the reliefer who ans­ 
wered the dishwasher - wanted 
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ad would I* able to keep what 
he made washing dishes plus 
much of his relief until he had 
risen well above the poverty 
line. 
There would still remain the 
question of what to do with the 
person whom no private em­ 
ployer would have at any price. 
LADY RHYS WILLIAMS 
of 
England argues that the state 
should provide every citizen, 
rich or poor, with a living al­ 
lowance. The allowance would, 
of course, be snatched back In 
Income taxes Imposed on all 
but poor citizens, but it would, 
as In other schemes, provide 
a floor below which family In­ 
come couldn't drop. 
However, 
she argues that the state should 
provide jobs for all who cannot 
find other employment. 
This revival of some form (rf 
WPA may, Indeed, be what we’ll 
have to come to. The payment 
of a guaranteed living for no 
work to hordes of professional 
mendicants might have grim 
social consequences. 
DR. ERICH F ROMM, the so­ 
cial psychologist, feels that lf 
people were removed from the 
fear of starvation or any com­ 
pulsion to make a living they 
would be free to study and train 
themselves for skills in other 
lines in harmony with their 
abilities and talents. 
This Is probably a naive hope, 
common to those theorists who 
themselves are strongly moti­ 
vated. A large number of peo­ 
ple would 
simply rot. lf a 
living becomes a right, some 
form of work must also become 
a duty. 
Most people will go to seed 
lf the only bugle call they ever 
hear Is the one for chow.

WASHINGTON - As you mail 
your Income tax return with 
hard • earned money in to the 
treasury this weekend, 
you 
might also send a letter to the 
Senate Ethics Committee ask­ 
ing what it is doing about an­ 
other citizen of 
the United 
States who hasn't paid 
his 
income taxes on a whale of a 
lot of dough. 
He is Sen. Tom Dodd, the 
Connecticut Democrat, who by 
rough arithmetic collected an 
admitted $453,000 above the In­ 
come 
he 
reported to 
the 
treasury during 1961-65, 
Of all this money, 
Dodd 
spent less than $200,000 tor 
legitimate political campaign 
purposes, leaving more than 
$250,000 of record on which he 
didn't pay a penny of taxes. He 
spent this on such things as re­ 
pairing 
his summer home; 
country club 
dues; vacation 
trips for his family to London, 
the Caribbean and Florida; liq- 
our; 
rent tor a car to go to 
the race track; to pay old 
debts; settle parking tickets, 
and even pay his federal taxes. 
This was clearly against the 
law* The Income tax states: 
"The portion of a political con­ 
tribution received by apolitical 
organization or a candidate for 
political office which is 
di­ 
verted from political campaign 
purposes to the personal use 
ai the candidate or other in­ 
dividual constitutes taxable in­ 
come to such candidate or oth­ 
er Individual." 
It won’t do any good tor you 
to write to internal 
revenue 
about this, because when the 
Dodd expenditures were first 
revealed In this column, IRS 
officials tried to pretend that 
Ute law was vague. Sen. John 
Williams, R*Ded., the senate's 
chief watchdog, called a halt 
on this by charging Hut lits 
was trying to buUd an alibi 
tor Dodd. The law wasn't the 
least big vague, Williams de. 
dared, but was as dear as the 
English language could make It. 


So if you believe Intaxequali- 
ty, write to the Senate Ethics 
Committee, whose members 
are: John Stennis, Miss., Mike 
Monroney, Okla., Eugene Mc­

An exhibit to combat crime 
which J. Edgar Hoover won't 
be enthusiastic about will open 
In the halls of congress next 
week. 
It will show how dosed-cir- 
cult television can be used to 
spot rapes and robberies In 
parks so that one policeman, 
watching a large area on TV, 
can detect crime Immediately, 
It will show how Infra-red 
rays can detect criminal acts 
in the dark. 
It will demonstrate how tran­ 
quilizing pellets can be fired 
at fleeing suspects, knocking 
them 
out as animals 
are 
knocked 
out in the zoo, in­ 
stead of injuring 
or killing 
them, thus preventing racial 
bitterness. 
It will demonstrate how the 
clothing 
of suspects can be 
sprayed with dye so they can 
easily be Identified In a crowd. 
Hie reason J. Edgar Hoover 
won’t be enthusiastic about this 
exhibit Is because Its author, 
Rep. James 
Scheuer, 
Ute 
Uronz, N, Y., Democrat, pro­ 
poses to establish a new di­ 
vision Inside the justice de­ 
partment called the National 
Institute of Criminal Justice, 


headed by a 
new 
assistant 
attorney general. 
Hoover has always been op­ 
posed to any crime agency in­

This was 
one reason he opposed Bobby 
Kennedy so vigorously 
when 
Bobby as attorney general or­ 
ganized a special unit to go after 
organized crime. 


FBI LAGS 
But the fact Is that the FBI 
and the justice department are 
far behind private Industry In 
research to prevent 
crime. 
Private 
Industry has already 
perfected the above • listed 
devices. Meanwhile, 
the FBI 
spends almost nothing on crime 
prevention research. 
For Instance, Rep. Scheuer 
will display a no • key auto 
ignition lock perfected by 
a 
Suita Barbara manufacturer, 
operated by a 
small plastic 
card carried in a wallet, which 
would make parked earsalmost 
theft • proai. 
Last year the U. S. Govern­ 
ment spent $550 million be­ 
cause of stolen cars. This Is 
usually a crime In Interstate 
commerce, over which the FBI 
has jurisdiction. Yet the jus­ 
tice department has done lit­ 
tle 
research in this field. 
Scheuer will also exhibit a 
children's 
game, similar to 
Monopoly showing the conse­ 
quences of crime; together with 
educational techniques to Im­ 
prove prison life and parole 
systems; and the latest 
In 
"Halfway House” techniques to 
help youngsters get back to nor­ 
mal life after they leave re­ 
formatories, Instead of 
re­ 
turning, as they usually do, to 
a life of crime. 
Note - Scheuer is the young 
Democ: at congressman who de­ 
feated the old -line Democratic 
machine in the Bronx in 1964 
and In 1966 wus reelected by 
the biggest percentage of votes 
of any member ut congress.

All he sought •• and specifi­ 
c i t y asked for personally^ 
was a single week delay of the 
threatened coast • to • coast 
railroad strike.

A one cent postcard, bearing 
a 1907 postmark and a $7 bil­ 
ling for one month's electric 
power service from a 
mid­ 
western utility brings upapolnt 
of economics too often forgot­ 
ten. 
Private enterprise has a 
much better record of protect­ 
ing consumers than govern­ 
ment has in terms of prices 
charged and service rendered. 
The $7 electric bill, as de­ 
scribed in a recent Freeman 
article, was for 14 
kilowatt- 
hours of electricity. In the 49 
years since 1907, postcard pos­ 
tage has climbed from one cent 
to four cents — a 400 per cent 
increase, while the price of 
electricity has 
steadily de­ 
clined 
from the 
then fifty 
cents per kilowatt • hour to a 
current two cents per kllowatt- 
hour--a mere four per cent of 
what It was In 1907. 
Today, the average American 
family can fully electrify Us 
home Including air conditioning 
and heating, using some 24,000 
kilowatt-hours, at a cost of 
about $480 annually. At the 1907 
rate, the electric bill In aucht 
home would run $12,000 and had 
the cost of elec tricity Increased 
at the same rate as the cost of 
delivering a postcard --400per 
cent -- the electric bill today 
for such a home would tie an 
astounding $48,000.

PORTAGEVILLE - Many

you have already decided 
howi 
much and what kind of fertili­ 
zer you wUl use on 
cotton 
this year. Your order may have 
already been placed. 
Even if 
you have done this, it 
isn't 
too late for changes. Be sure 
you have plenty of fertilizer 
for maximum economic pro­ 
duction. 
Since 1955, the price 
of fertilizer has gone up less 
than five per cent. 
While, at 
the same time, other 
crop 
in-puts has increased 
from 
40 to 75 per cent. This means 
fertilizer is still one of the 
sm allest expenses on 
your 
farm. 
Its good business to 
use as much fertilizer as will 
return you a profit. 
The best way a farm er 
can 
tell how much fertilizer to ap­ 
ply is to get his soil tested. 
This eliminated the guesswork 
when it comes time to apply 
fertilizer. 
Some farm ers ap­ 
ply too much fertilizer, others 
not enough, and many 
use in­ 
correct ratios. 
Your soil may test high 
inj 
phosphate and low in potassium. 
If you continue to use a 1-1-1 
ratio, the soil will get more 
out of balance.

test high in fertility only re­ 
quire three times as 
much.

Cotton requires a very fer­ 
tile, well-drained, medium to 
high limestone content.

WASHING: 
Launder

are heavily soiled and as soon* 
as possible after soiling. Turn- 
garments inside out to help re­ 
duce “ frosting” or

on 
creases. Launder in the coolest 
water that will remove 
soil. 
If warm or hot water is used 
then rinse in cool water 
be­ 
fore machine spinning or hand 
wringing. 
For heavy, oily soil, perspira­ 
tion, and food stains, measure 
heavy duty liquid detergent re­ 
quired for entire load and apply 
full strength to the most soiled 
areas of garments. Soak in hot 
water, let water cool to 
90 
to 110 degrees F ., then agitate 
for 6 to 8 minutes. 
Shorten the wash cycle to the 
minimum required for soil re­ 
moval. Use slow agitation or a 


stop • and - soak, followed by 
a short time of normal agita­ 
tion. Advance the control dial 
to shorten cycles. 
Rinse well in cool water. If 
your water is hard, use a water 
softener in the first

Even if 
you have done this, it 
isn’t 
too late for changes. Be sure 
you have plenty of fertilizer 
for maximum economic pro­ 
duction. 
Since 1955, the price 
of fertilizer has gone up less 
than five per cent. 
While, at 
the same time, other 
crop 
in-puts has increased 
from 
40 to 75 per cent. This means 
fertilizer is still one of the 
smallest expenses on 
your 
farm. 
Its good business to 
use as much fertilizer as will 
return you a profit. 
The best way a farmer 
can 
tell how much fertilizer to ap­ 
ply is to get his soil tested. 
This eliminated the guesswork 
when it comes time to apply 
fertilizer. Some farmers ap­ 
ply too much fertilizer, others 
not enough, and many

The larvae lr small, about 3/16 
of an Inch In length when full 
grown. It is light to dark green 
In color with a white strip down 
the middle of its back.

Ordinarily controls are jus­ 
tified when 50% of the termin­ 
al buds or leaves show feed­ 
ing damage.

JEFFERSON CITY - A great 
many bills were treated by the 
House and Senate this week. As 
usual, in the Interest of brevity, 
I shall comment only on those 
which seem to be of significant 
importance to the people of our 
areai 
House bill 150 was perfected 
much to my dismay. 
It will 
create a commission 
whose 
job is vague to say the least. 
It will be called the 
division 
of age discrimination in 
em­ 
ployment. 
Its purpose is sup­ 
posed 
to be to see that 
no 
employe 
is 
discriminated 
against because of his age. 
This to me is almost the end 
of ridiculousness. 
While 
I 
am certainly in favor of 
as­ 
sisting the plight of our old 
folks in this state, this 
ap­ 
pears to be an 
unwarranted 
interference on the business­ 
man’s right 
to hire and fire 
who he wishes and run 
his 
business as he wishes. 
This 
commission will have the right 
to make charges 
against 
an 
employer then hear the charges 
themselves. The only recourse 
an employer would have, should 
he not convince the commission 
of his innocence, would be in 
the courts. 
This to me is in­ 
excusable interference 
in the 
operation of private enterprise. 
House 
bill 
-15, commonly 
called The strike breakers bill, 
has been 
referred to the in­ 
formal calendar which moans 
for all practical purposes that 
it is dead for this session. 
It would have forbidden 
a 
business or industry to 
use 
supervisory personnel to con­ 
tinue to operate when 
being 
struck by labor. 
As you can 
well see this could 
cause 
tremendous hardships, 
not 
only for business, but also for 
labor. Some plants cannot just 
shut down over night. 
One 
example would, be the 
rail­ 
roads. 
The 
situation 
might 
exist where there were 
500 
cars with perishable goods on 
tracks, which have to 
be 
moved, and under this 
bill 
would simply have to sit 
and 
rot. As far as this bill is con­ 
cerned we are well rid of it. 
The 
first attempt to 
raise 
the driver’s age from 16 
to 
18 
was 
defeated 
this week, 
merely because it provided that 
a 16-year-old driver could ob­ 
tain a license if he had driver’s 
training, but as you can 
see, 
in some poor school districts, 
driver’s training may not 
be 
available to all students. This. 
would be discrimination. 
I do 
think that perhaps 
this 
year 
there will be a bill that 
will 
come 
close to 
raising 
the 
drivers 
age to 18 but we shall 
discuss it wlten it comes to the 
floor. 
House bill 306 was perfected. 
It would strike the ancient law 
on the books which forbids the 
sale or advertisement of any 
contraceptive device oi method. 
This bill opens the door 
to 


fruitful studies and future pop­ 
ulation control problems 
in 
Missouri. 
It has not been en­ 
forced for many years, but has 
been of detriment to the proper 
implementation of 
welfare 
program s. 
House bill 331 was 
passed. 
It Increases the penalty 
for 
carrying a concealed weapon. 
The much debated and poorly 
understood teacher tenure bill 
was passed by a narrow margin. 
This bill provides that a teacher 
may be dism issed for only three 
reasons* 
physical or 
mental 
conditions making him unfit to 
instruct or associate with chil­ 
dren, 
immorality, 
incom­ 
petency 
or 
insubordination. 
This bill will not help 
our 
teachers or will it help 
our 
schools. 
In fact, I believe it 
does detriment to our attempts 
to have the teachers 
of our 
state recognized as 
profes­ 
sionals and treated in a pro­ 
fessional manner. 
House bill 239 was passed. It 
requires all people employed by 
the state of Missouri to reside 
in this state unless the position 
requires 
specialized 
or 
technic al skills not available in 
the state. 
House bill 153 was passed. It 
will qllow welfare payments to 
go to families even though the 
father is still in the home. The 
father must register with the 
state employment agency and 
must 
accept any work offered 
him by these people. There are 
other safety devices, the largest 
being that this bill automatically 
expires in two years and would 
require another act of the as­ 
sembly, to reinstate it. 
House bill 208 was passed. It 
will 
allow 
blind people 
to 
operate vending stands in many 
state buildings. 
House bill 421 was passed. 
Among other things it 
will 
allow our state park board to 
contract for up to 25 years 
with private persons to supply 
facilities in parks. This should 
be a good step in improving 
our park system, as in the past 
the maximum contract was only 
two years 
and no one would 
invest much money in these 
type of facilities with a chance 
that the contract might not be 
renewed only two years later. 
The prime example of this sort 
of legislation 
is Kentucky and 
the Ken Lake hotel. 
Also, 
Arkansas with their beautiful 
developments as the Narrows 
boat dock. 
House bill 246 was defeated. 
It would have brought 
barber 
shops and beauty parlors under 
the provisions of the 
state 
public accomodations law.
